WASHINGTON', A P R I L P.— J ii the 
interest of success for th e D e m o c ra t­ 
ic tariff revision bill, P re s id e n t Wil­ 
son today stepped over a n o t h e r ob­ 
stacle in th e way of p erfect h a rm o n y 
between tho white h o u se a n d 
the 
directing forces of congress. 
For 
the second successive day, hp left 
his own offices in the w hite house 
and journeyed to th e capitol, 
this 
tim e for an hour an half conference 
with 'Democratic m e m b e r s of 
the 
senate finance com m ittee. 
At 
its 
conclusion 
the 
p resid e n t 
stated 
frankly to new spaperm en 
t h a t 
he 
and memliers of the 
s e n a t e 
were 
abreed that 
nothing stood in 
the 
way of harm o n io u s s u p p o rt of the 
“ party platform ,” a s to revision. T h e 
sen ate situation wan canvassed in de­ 
tail at the conference. 
T h e d a n g e rs 
that m ight threaten a single 
hill 
should the opponents of fre e suga r 
a n d free w'ool combine in sufficient 
strength to en d an g er th e D e m o c ra tic 
m ajo rity in the senate were discuss­ 
ed 
Dut no agreem e nt 
was resettled 
t h a t binds the senate le a d e rs to any 
definite line of action.

He m et the senators iii th e prest 
d e n t ’s room, n ea r tile s e n a t e c h a m ­ 
ber, where presidents h a v e long come 
to sign the la st bills of a d y in g con­ 
gress but which never before 
had 
been used for such a purpose of t-o 
day s within the know ledge of se n ­ 
a t e historians. 


Talks to N ew spa perm en. 
At the end of t h e co n fe re n ce the 
president with (Democratic sim plicity 
stopped in the se n ate co rriu o r 
to 
tell newspapermen the r e s u l t s of the 
meeting. 
Members of th e s e n a te fi­ 
nance com m ittee had ag r e e d 
that 
t h e president should be t h e 
only 
spokesm an for the congress. 
“ I hoi»e the senators an d r e p r e ­ 
sentatives will permit me to come 
he re frequently and confer with the m 
in a way to save their tim e

m in e , ” he said. 
“ At o u r confere nce 
th is afternoon we were of co u rse dis­ 
cussing tile tariff. 
T h e n e t result 
is we do n ’t see any difficulty about 
s ta n d in g to g eth er on any s o rt

tariff would be revised in a single 
bill or schedule by schedule. 
“O h - t h a t ’® a m a tte r for tile o th e r 
en d of the capitol,” he an s w ere d , 
poin ting to tho house.

believed that th e president will n o t 
object if tho senate

ui» into a n u m b e r of siugle m easures.
